‘ In addition to information of this character the Economic 
‘ Defense Board should be advised of all information. obtained 
through the censorship with respect to economic conditions 
prevailing within designated foreign countries. It is de- 
sired that a comprehensive economic intelligence system be 
set up to serve as the basis for the formulation of economic 
policy and the execution of the foreign trade program. As 
the Fo desscrteucs indicates, information relating to the 
formulation and conduct of economic. warfare will constitute 
about 50% of the valuable information secured through the 
censorship. 


The Economic Defense Board also requires appropriate proce- 
dures whereby transactions which are approved by it and con- 
stitute a necessary part of the economic defense program will 
not be unduly impeded or delayed by the operations of the — 
censoring authority. Some.sort. of. clearance should. be worked 
out for the expedition, for example, of correspondence relat- 
ing to approved transactions with the Latin American countries. 


Finally, the Economic Defense Board desires that the censor- 
ship shall effect an adequate control over the dissemination 
of technical information relating to industrial and produc- 
tive processes which, if permitted to leave the country, may 
be of aid to the enemy. Existing controls » Since they do not 
inolude postal censorship, have failed to put a. stop to the 
exportation of such information.

| 31st Street, New York City and these activities will be under the 
direction of Major COMPTON, who is presently located in Room 1003 
at 90 Church Street, New York City. : 


It might be mentioned at this point that the Navy | 
Censorship organization now occupies four complete floors in the 
International Telegraph and Telephone Company building at 67 Broad 
Street, New York City. It might be noted that the offices of Mackay 
Radio and All American Cable Company are likewise located in this 
building whereas RCA Radio Company offices are located directly across 
the street from the International Telegraph and Telephone Company 
building. He mentioned that when they commence their operations, it 
is expected that it will be necessary for them to censor approx mately 
40,000 messages a day and all these messages that are sent out will be 
appropriately classified as to the sending individual or firm and 
indexed in their office. He mentioned that their entire sixth and 
seventh floors will be turned over to the receiving of these messages 
for censorship and the actual censorship and evaluation work will 
_ be. supervised by one or more inspectors to work directly in each of the 
telegraph or cable offices to whom all foreign messages will be turned 
over and he in turn will have them sent into the censorship office. 


With regard to the Mackay Radio messages and All American 
Cable messages, they have constructed a belt carrier from the cable and | 
radio offices into their censorship division located in the same 
building, which belt carrier will be used to transmit these messages 
directly. With regard to the RCA messages, they have constructed a 
tube like carrier which will be used to transmit the messages from the 
RCA office located across the street into the censorship division. 


Admiral COOKE advised that in addition to the office in 
New York City, they will have similar censorship offices located at 
Miami, Florida, New Orleans, Louisiana, Galveston, Texas, San Francisco, 
California, San Juan, Porto. Rico and Honolulu, T.H. 
. According to their present arrangements, prior to the time 
that any message is sent out either by radio or cable, the original 
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of that message is transmitted into the censorship office where the 
message Will be carefully studied and in some cases paraphrased 

in order to destroy anywrd distribution code message hidden therein 
and will be approved and returned to the radio or cable office after 
six copies thereof will have been made. He advised that in the trans~ 
mission of radio or cable messages, they will permit the use of ten 
commercial codes, but, other code messages which are unknowm to them 
will not be approved for sending and will undoubtedly be referred to 
a number of crypto-analyzers, who are presently being trained in © 
Washington, D.C. and will be located in their office. — 


While in conversation with Lieutenant PAUL HOUSTON 
he mentioned that all foreign telephone messages will be recorded 
and that they at the present time have all their recording devices 
set up so that. within a short period of time they can immediately 
commence their activities along this line. 


Admiral COOKEadvised that at the present time, there 
is a bill being considered by the United States Senate which will 
completely divorce the censorship division of both the Army and the 
Navy from those respective units and make them a separate organization. 
He pointed out, however, that in either event, it will be his desire 
to cooperate in every, manner possible with the F.B.I. and it is his 
intention to establish'a close liaison from the outset and he will 
make available to this Division cables, radio messages or telephone 
recordings on any individuals in which this Division has indicated to 
him their interest. 7 eS 

It might. be mentioned that at the present tims there 
are no censorship activities taking place at the Naval censorship 
office, but, from conversations with Admiral COOKBand Lieutenant 
HOUSTON, it is understood that they are merely making certain checks 
to determine the volume of radio and cable messages being.sent to 
certain foreign countries in connection with which activities they 
are of course in a position to note the content of certain of the — 
messages being transmitted through those channels.
